8« Basic training took place from 2k October to 2h December Ip^Oa Training 
at battery level was started at tho end of December and still continued 
on 18 March 19Slo Two-day exercises with the entire regiment participating 
were held six or seven times 0 From 3 to 9 February 1951* maneuvers, in 
which also troops of infantry, tank and artillery units took part, were 
held around Kiskoeroes (Y 6/k $2) Tilth all the participating units being 
equipped with light infantry weapons only® No action took place during the 
day® Changes of position, motor transports, and ration distribution all 
took place at night® According to tho motor transport officer, summer 
maneuvers required that the regiment be transferred to Tama si (X £/b 2?) 
in the spring of 1951 for six months® During the training period starting 
in October and still continued on 18 March 1951* only one record practice 
with rifles was hold® No record firing with nor tars had been held prior 
to that da go o 


9o The food issued to the EM was poorly prepared and insufficient* the daily 
ration allowance being as low as 6 Forints par hood* However, the meals 
in the officers* mess, where officers and flCOs both dined, wore good® The 
mess was operated by civilians, and included boner cooks and waitresses 0 

10* Discipline in the officers- corps was poor* Officers and NOGs were 

forbidden to carry pistols wldlc off duty, as a result of several shootings 
which had occurred in restaurants® When the regiment was activated in tlie 
fall of 1950, officers and NCOs were told that they formed one social 
class and had to call one another "thou* 1 and to cooperate as close friends 
in building up the army* NCQs participated in the officers 1 meetings® 
Actually, however, the KCGs only took part in the first officers * meeting® 
The intimate addressing privilege was gradually abolished by the officers® 
Since numerous officers had been appointed merely on the grounds of their 
political reliability, officers and enlisted specialists frequently had 
violent disagreements duo to technical differences in opinion* resulting 
in a deterioration of discipline In an effort to Improve discipline 
oil leers of the Defense Ministry chocked the units frequently and occasion** 
ally stayed for a whole wook 0 Officers whose units repeatedly displayed 
either bad discipline or an insufficient state of training were replaced, 
being reduced in rank by one or two grades simultaneously® %he names of 
those officers reduced in rank were published in the Hungarian Armed Forces 
gazette®
